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THE FARRAGUT FUNERAL.

The obsequies of this gallant sailor—na
modest apd really heroic man—have, in one
respect, been nll that conld be wished. The
neighborhood where he accidentally died,
without reserve or distinotion of social or
political position, followed him as mourners
to the grave: his own pastor took the tronble
to hasten from a distance to the scene, and
ulter the grand words of the Liturgy over the
coffin as it sank from view; the gallant soldier
who fought bravely though disastronsly the
initinl battle of the war was there; and within
sound of the ocean which he loved so well
onr greatest suilor sank to rest.  But let us,
in no unkindness, ask, was thore not some-
thing wanting? It seems to us there was a
great deal.

It has always been a matter of wonder
why, in this ocean-bounded land of ours,
there is euch disparity in the honors paid to
our sailors and our seldiers, either living or
dead. If a blustering brigadier dies of apo-
plexy or gome less reputable ailment in our
widst, regiments and draped flags and muf-
flv d drums ostentationsly follow him on his
last march; and if he happen to be a Cabinet
wivister, and the friend, though a forgotten
one, of an actnal President, old cannon are
welted up and a commission goes to Rome or
Miunich for a statne. The poor sailor's denth
is aunounced by scattering minute guns—
not, as formerly, all over the world, but in
decrepit navy yards—by cheap bunting at
balf<wnst, and an instant quarrel for promo-
tion. This is not so in the land of our ances-
Lors,
nial of 1805 over England's sailor was rela-
tively as grand as that of 1852 over her sol-
dier, Trafulgar and Waterloo knew no dif-
ference; and Nelson, between his two liente-
nants, Northesk and Collingwood, Hes in the
erypt of St Paul's, and in a tomb meant for

Woolsey, not far from Wellington. With
us it was once the same, Hnoll and Deecatnr
and Bainbridge were drawn in trinmph

through the strests of Philadelphia, and in
her graveyards, with DBiddle and Stewart,
are appropriately entombed. At the gateway
of Trinity lie the remning of Lawrence and
Lmdlow, and *"Don’t give nup the ship!” was
once a classic phrase. But by some inseruta-
ble process it is all fading away, and Farra-

gul—who, a8 we have said, took New
(irleans, without which Grant's slow vie-
tories wonld have been fruitless, and.

Whare was the Republican Governor

of New Hawpshire ! Where was Secretary
Robeson, with railroads and gnnboats i
lilitusn; where wans the antecedent Borie:
where was Vice-Admiral Porter, who once
was Farragut's pet, and under whose father's
flag, in distant seas, our dead hero gained
his first laurels; and, above all, where was
President Grant? The circle aronind which
he was swinging, from East to West and back
again, wus nearly complete. The soldier of
Vicksburg at the grave of the sailor of New
Osleans and Mobile would have been, in its
way, a5 picturesqnue as Charles Napier looking
into the wvault of Wellington, {t is idle to
say that difficulties of travsit prevented it.
Whatever railway and steamboat difficulties
may bave sprung up since the summer of
156, there would have been many a one too
happy to speed the President on this pious
errand. had he been inclined to go. We
hardly think, thongh the suspicion has more
than once darkened onr mind, that we have
so far supk iuto ceremoninlism that a ques-
tion of official ctiquette prevented this grace.-
ful and decorons amet, All we know is that
neither he nor any of his Cabinet were there,
When in a radical corner of Connecticut there
is to be a frolie, and Beecher is to blow lus
blast, and Hawley and Butler are to brawl,
and Woodford is to make a fulsome speech,
our President finds time to go.

The principle which led Grant to
over:daugll‘; Meade and Thomas on shore will
promaote his personal friend Porter at sea, and
he will not be thwarted, even though in doing

formed. Among others, “‘iron castings’ wero

purities from iron—it has already sunk ont

of sight a8 an invention of limited utility and
importance,

The Tribune has now fastened itself
around the neck of another discovery of
fome promise—the use of the Codorus ore,
fonnd in Pennsylvania, in purifying iron.
In its own convineing manner, it bids for the
fuvorable consideratign of the iron trade, by
asserting that the standard processes are now
to be “‘superseded.” No modern iron or steel
process has been superseded, heretofore, by
a new discovery: thoy have modified and im-
proved each other. Blooming, puddling, ce-
wentation, erucible-melting, Bessemerizing,
aud the Siemens-Martin and all other
established processes, instead of dis-
placing each other, are all inoreasing
and grewing up together. In many

coses the mnew processes enlarge the
field of the older ones, and in no case has
any process reached perfection; but all of
them are the constant subjects of experimen-
tal improvemoent. This being the general
| law of the development of iron metallurgy,
the authority qnoted attempts to establish its
| latest epeculation by promising that the gene-
ral law-shall now be reversed. "T'he standard
| process, yet in its yonth, is to be entirely
wiped out by one in its infanoy—by a pro-
cess which, althongh barely developed in one
town, is subject to no difficulties of varying
waterinls and skill, but produces ‘‘a perfect
sleel with no risk of failure.”

The good-will and confldence of manufac-
turers thus being secured, our contemporary
proceeds to give metallurgists some informa-
tion, of which one sample, we think, will an-
swer every purpose. A perfect steel, it says,
is “produced by the ordinary puddling pro-
cess-—- which issimply a physical impossibility,
The puddling process decarburizes melted

ig-iron and reduces it to a pasty ball of mal-
eable iron. Certain grades of puddling iron
are sometimes called “puddled steel” or *semi
steel,” but the term *‘steel”is universally held
to apply only to a malleable product that has
been cast from a liguid state, and is hence, in
character and structure, essentially differ-
ent from any possible product of the puddling
process. SBuch being the actual state of the
art, the Zvibune assures railroad men

and metallurgists that it is a simple process,
“‘with which they are perfectly familiar."”
| And, finally, in order that no single feature
of the discovery may escape its handling,
the T'ridune recommends the new steel for
rails, on the ground that “‘Colonel Boyer, of
Pottsville, who has no interest in this dis.
covery, and never visited the mines till Mon-
day,” finds it to be an excellent ‘“tool" stesl.
In every other rail prooess, the chief effort is
to make the metal as nnlike tool steel as pos-
sible, but then the idea of tool-steel rails is

A WEEK OF BATTLES.
From the N, ¥. Sun,

'The battles a round Metz were continued
on Saturday, with a desperate effort by Mar-
shal Bazaine to cut his way through the Prus-
sian lines, and reopen his communication
with Paris. After three hours' fighting he
was forced back within the fortifications; and
he will hardly renew an attempt in which he
bas so wany times been foiled, and with such
enormous bloodshed,

How great are the losses of the two parties
we have no precise information; for both
the French and the Prussian authorities
prevent the transmission of any detailed
reports upon this subject. But the French
constantly represent the Prussians as suffer-
ing dreadfully, and the King of Prussia says
tbat the killed and wounded of Thursday's

encounter were forty thonsand., 1In this
number he evidently includes the French as
well as his own. On Friday both armies
appear to have rested after their hareulean
struggles of Thursdsy, so that in the week
there were six days of combat. Of thesa,
Thursday must bave been much the bloodi-
est; but it is a moderate estimute that the
killed and wounded in this unprecedented
suceession of battles must have amounted
altogetber to the sickening aggregate of at
least one hundred and fifty thousand men,
This is three times as large as the losses of
Loth sides in the two days’ battle at Gettys.
burg, and more than twice as largs as
Grant's in bis movement from the Wilder-
ness to Petersburg. On whieb side has the
loss been greatest in the present instanoce
On Sunday, the 14fh, both armies fought
without cover, the Prussians surprising the
Freuch und cutting their column in twao.
Since then the attask has heen made alter-
nately by one and the other party, the French
endeavoring to effect their retreat to Oha-
lons, and the Prussisns endeavoring to shut
them up in Mets; and each army has alter.
| nately had the benefit of fightin under
cover of field intrenchments.

mander, it should not escape notice that Mar-
sbal Bazaine has been oulgenoralled, sur.

signelly as the Emperor himself, nnd has
shown an equal readiness to commit the
most inexcusable military blunders, Deluded
by the sirepgth of Motz as a fortress, he con.
cenfrated his army there and intended to
fight, but allowed the Prussians to get pos-
session of the only railroad connecting Metz
and Chalons. When the Crown Prince broke
this road by blowing up the viaduot across
the Moselle at Pont-n-Mousson on the Lith,
Bazaine perceived his blunder, and ordered
an immediate retreat, but withont the aid of
n railrond he bad to move with all his trains
by ordinary country highways. Next, no
sooner bad he set ont than he was surprised
by Von Steinmetz and Prince Irederick
Charles,

His nrmy was separated in two, and he him-
self, with the greater part of it, was forced
back under the fortifications of Metz, There
he bas remained ever sinco; and whenaver he

MENT CLERKS AND ITS BAD EFFECT,
From the N, ¥, Herald.

It is intimated that the pernicious custom,
which has grown up sines Lincoln's time, of
changing clerks at the dictation of every Con-
gressman or politician of influenee in the Re-
publican party, costs the General Government
millions a year, besides impesing an unfair
awount of labor upon the experienced officials,
who find themselves compelled by the exi-
gencies of the service to do the work of the
green hands who are constantly coming and
going and confusing the public business.

No sooner are men made acquainted with the |

duties of their offices than they are dismissed
the service. Asa matter of course the pub.
lic service is entrusted mainly to an army of
greenhorns, Ounly a few of the chief clerks,
who are indispensable for the purpose of
keeping the machinery properly oiled and
working, are constantly kept in office, and
frequently clerks of this class are rooted out
to make room for some political fugleman or
nincompoop, who, through ignoravce of the
duties devolving npon the placs he is sent to
fill, becomes a dend weight and a detriment
to the public business.

To illustrate the effect of this system on
some branchies of the servive, we will take for
oxample the customs service, under which
there exist many offices requiring the mest
intricate knowledge of old laws, customs and
forws of procedure, calling for the greatest
experience and the most constant and unre-
miting study and attention. Four or five
months ago the head of the Castoms Burean,
finding a confused state of things prevailing
in the warchouse department, sent an elabo.
rately prepared series of iustructions and re-
gulations to the Custom Houses of the coun-
try, for the guidance of both Collectors and
their subordinates. The instructions and re-
gulations proved too much for the green-
borps in office, and a Washington offigial,
thoroughly versed, bad to be despatched
to New Yerk, Boston, and Phila-
delphia to enlighten the thick-headed
subordinates, This preceptor remained seve-
ral days posting all the clerks, leaving bebind
bim, moreover, written instructions for their
guidance. He returned to Washington, but
soon after irregularities were noticed again,
and repeated warnings and expostulitions by
mail failed to effect any improvement, The
official was obliged to visit New York, Bos.
ton, and Philadelpbia agein, and at each of
the Custom Houses in those ocities he was
surprised to find all the clerks in the ware-
house depariment changed. Not a single
ope to whom he had imparted information
with 50 mueh trouble autf care remained in
office, All were new clerks, who had no
more kuowledge of the duties regnired of
them than a greenhorn has of the Greek
gremmar, They had been installed in plice
of the men of experience by Senators, Con.
gressmen and big politicians.
